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(h) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

— The present i nvention (ring mute) is comprised of q flexib l e foam urethane ring 
1.25 inches wide and . 6 25 inches th i ck with on incision .25 inches deep extend i ng the 
entire inner circumference of the invention. A non porous odhes i ve tope str i p 1 inch 
w i de and 9 mils thick enc i rcles the entire outer area of the foam ring which helps 
protect the r i ng from damage (See Drawings). 
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DESCRIPTION OF RELATED ART 

C o nventionally, if a brass musician (for example t r umpet player) want e d to express a fomidy 

smooth, smoky sound f r om an inst r ument, generally tw o avenues wer e tak e n: Pu r chase a vintage 
tnmipet (The Martin C o mpany Committ ee D^flat Trumpet) wliich tends to hav e a smootli, 
round e d, smoky sound due to materials and design. The famous trumpet player Miles Davis who 
used the Marthi C o mpany C o mmi t tee D^flat Tnmipct w o uld be an excellent exampl e of th e 
smoo t h, rounded, smoky sound); o r use a flugelhom.

— Although n o mute o n tlie market c r eates the sound of the ring mu te , several mutes a r c 
available to assist t h e musician with added expr e ssivity. All cur re nt mutes are d e signed to be 
placed into th e bell of tlie brass musical instrument thus causing mo re air blow resistance and pitch 
change. Examples of such mutes a r e the Ilarmon mute, th e st r aight mute and the cup mute.
